REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

II. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has amended the claims to include the term "directiv" in an attempt to describe the location of material held bv the 
frit element in the vial and to describe the seal between the vial and cartridge. This is insufficient to overcome the previous 
reiections. Claim 27 places the term "directiv" in with a phrase ("for retaining material within the vial directly...." ) which is not 
given patentable weight. Even if the Examiner were to give the phrase weight, the Examiner believes that McGraw still meets 
the claim since McGraw shows a vial having a support between two frits. As for the addition of the term "directiv" to describe 
the seal in claims 29. 35 and 36. the Examiner fails to see how this distinguishes over the McGraw reference since the McGraw 
reference shows the placing of the vial directiv Into the vacuum manifold. (Figs 5 and 6).
